AT COUNTRY HOME 


Wife of Organizer of De- 
funct Dorris Motor Co. 
Says She Believes He Did 
It Accidentally. 


WOUND IN HIS HEAD, 
REVOLVER NEARBY 


He Is Moved, Unconscious, 
From Arcadia, Mo., to 


Barnes Hospital—His Re- 
covery Is Doubtful.. 


' Henry B. Krenning, one of the 
| 


‘(organizers of the defunct Dorris 
Motor Co., was taken to Barnes 


Hospital early today, with a bullet 
wound in his right temple. There 
is grave doubt as to his chances 
for recovery. He is 65 years old. 

His wife, Mrs. Catherine Kren- 
ning, whe brought him from their 
country place, “The Maples,” at 
Arcadia, Mo., 100 mi’ southeast 
of St. Louis, told friends she be- 
lieved he had accidcatally shot 
himself while cleaning a revolver. 
Krenning was unconscious when 
she found him lying on the floor of 
his room yesterday at 2:30 p. m. 

Mrs. Krenning could not be seen 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter today, 
but a friend, speaking for her, re- 
lated the circumstances as follows: 

At the time he was in his. room 
alone. The caretaker was away on 
an errand. Mrs. Krenning was in 
the living room most. of the after- 
noon, doing her fall housecleaning. 
She did not hear the shot, probably 
because an electric sweeper she 
was using was running at the time, 
and the hum of the motor drowned 
out the sound of the shot. 

When Krenning, after some 
time, did not come from his room, 
she went to look in on him. He 
had been suffering from heart dis- 
ease recently, and she thought he 
might suddenly have been stricken 
with an attack. Mrs. Krenning 
found her husband on the floor, 
where he had fallen from a chair. 
A 32-caliber revolver, with one dis- 
charged shell, lay near him. 

Local physicians were sum- 
moned. After Krenning failed to 
rally to their treatment, he was 
rushed to Barnes Hospital in an 
automobile, arriving there at 3:30 
a. MR. 

He was conscious, but physicians 
would not permit him to talk. The 
bullet was not located, and no ef- 
fort will be made to remove it, his 
physicians said. 

Krenning is president of the 
Krenning Investment Co., with of- 
fices at 707 Clark avenue. Besides 
the money he lost in the failure of 
the Dorris company, said to total 
more than $115,000, he lost on in- 
vestments he made in the defunct 
One-Wheel Truck Co., which, for 
a time, manufactured trucks with 
one front wheel, such as are used 
to pull some of the city’s fire en- 
gines, and in stock investments. He 
headed the Dorris and One-Whee} 
companies at the time of their 
failures.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—De- 
mand for a Federal investigation 
into the railroad operations of the 
Van Sweringen brothers of Cleve- 
land was made before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today 
by Henry W. Anderson, counsel for 
a group opposing the Chesapeake 
& Ohio merger plan. 

Anderson asserted that the in- 
terests of O. P. and M. J. Van 
Sweringen had profited speculative- 
ly to a total of $100,000,000 by 
railroad stock operations. 

“This is too great a burden for 
minority stockholders to assume,” 
he told the commission. “Our re- 
sources are not sufficient to-enable 
us to get at the facts, but the Gov- 
ernment could and ought to do it. 
Since 1916 this has been going on 
and the Van Sweringen brothers, 
though officers and trustees of 
railroads themselves, have made 
$100,000,000 by railroad specula- 
tion. 

“They have organized 40 or 5Q 
corporations in the eprocess. I 
make the charge that no railroad 
officials or trustees can honestly 
make $100,000,000 out of railroads 
and stay within the law. The Bu- 
reau of Investigation should be 
called into the situation.” 

The demand for the investigation 
marked the culmination of two 
days of argument over the C. & O. 
merger. Counsel for the railroad 
had previously urged the~commis- 
sion to allow that corporation, with 
which the Van Sweringens are 
identified, to acquire stock interests 
in the Erie and Pere Marquette on 
the ground that. transportation 
would be bettered and public serv- 
ice benefited. 

Herbert Fitzpatrick, 
counsel for the C. & O., retorted in 
winding up the arguments, that 
“the record of the Van Sweringen 
dealings in railroad stocks is an 
open book,” fully disclosed in pre- 
vious railroad consolidation hear- 
ings, before the commission.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.-—The 
highest standard of living ever at- 
tained jn the history of the world 
was reached in 1926 by the Ameri- 
can people, the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue declared in a report show- 
ing that the 117,000,000 persons in 
the United Sfates had a total] in- 
come, in 1926, of $89,682,000,000, 
an increase of approximately $27,- 
000,000,000, more than 43 per cent, 
in five years. 

In 1921 a total income of $62. 
000,000,000 was recorded, increased 
$3,000,000,000 in 1922, $7,000,000- 
000 in 1925, and $3,000,000,000 in 
1926. The average per capita in- 
come in 1921 of persons gainfully 
occupied was $1637, compared 
with $2210 in 1926.

IN HUDSON TRAFFIC TUNNELS 


Every Conceivable Emergency Pre- 
pared for; Tubes Will Be Open 
Nov, 13. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—Every ac- 
cident or emergency which engi- 
neers could conceive of hus been 
guarded against and prepared for 
in the construction and equlp- 
ment of the new vehicular tun2el 
under the Hudson River, uniting 
New York and New Jersey. 

Four hundred special policemon 
will man the tunnel, which is to 
be opened to traffic Nov. 13. Firos, 
wrecks and injuries to persons 


will be handled with special equip- 
ment if they occur. 

«There are two one-way tubes, 
and they will be policed at all 
hours of the day and night. Along 
one side of each tube, for-tho eén- 
tire length of a mile and threa- 
quarters, there is a railed “cat 
walk.” A.policeman is to be sta- 
tioned every 200 feet along this 
walk, with telephone, sigral 
switches, fire-fighting apparatus 
and first-aid devices at his dis- 
posal. 

The chief duty of the police will 
be to direct traffic, which will 
move in two lines in each tube, a 
slow line ‘for trucks and a fast line 
for passenger cars. A speed limit 
of 20 miles an hour will be en- 
forced. 

At the exit of each tube will be 
stationed a combination fire engine 
and wrecking truck for emergency 
purposes.

BODIES ON SHIP 
INDICATE GREW 
STARVED 10 DEATH 


Japanese Fishing Vessel 
Picked Up by Liner Bears 
Mute Evidence of Months 
of Cannibalism. 


By the Associated Press. 

PORT TOWNSEND, Wash., Nov. 
?—Grim evidence of starvation, 
death and cannibalism on the high 
seas has been found here on the 
derelict Japanese fishing schooner 
which drifted 4000 miles across the 
Pacific Ocean. 

Picked up eight miles off shore 
by a passing liner pnd brought to 
Port Townsend yesterday, the 85- 
foot craft bore the long lifeless 
bodies of two Japanese seamen and 
the bleached bones of eight others. 

A rude ship’s “log” painted in 
native ideograms on a thin cedar 
board in the cabin of the ill-starred 
vessel revealed the tragedy that 
rode at the helm of the three- 
masted boat on its aimless journey 
of 11 months across the broad Pa- 
| cific. 
| In the barely legible -log was 
written the story of the voyage, 
| which started when the vessel—the 
| Ryo Yei Maru—put out with its 
crew of 12 from the fishing port of 
Misako, near Yokonama, on Dec. 5, 
1926. 

Motor trouble soon developed 
and the hapless craft was carried 
by current and storm farther and 
farther to sea while the men 
worked tirelessly but in vain to re- 
pair the engine. The scant rice 
supply dwindled and on March 6, 
i three months after the start of the 
| voyage, the last grain of rice was 
‘gone. Soon, too, the watér casks 
were empty. 

“Last Hope Is Gone.”

HURT WHEN AUTO 
ENGINE EXPLODES 


Motor of Stalled Car, 
Driven by Mrs. E. D. 
Porter, Blows Up on 
Street in Central City, Ky.

CENTRAL’ CITY, Ky., Nov. 2.— 


Two more deatlis were régarded as 
likely today following the mysteri- 
ous explosion in an automobile 
that killed three persons here yes- 


terday. Jess Doss, 18 years old, a 
bystander, and Carson Porter, 7, 
son of Dr. E. D. Porter, who owned 
the machine, were said to have 
little chance for recovery. 

Police suspect nitroglycerin had 
been placed in the cylinders of the 
motor, which stalled and then ex- 
ploded, hurling fragments of iron 
and steel in all directions and kill- 
ing P. C, Wells, 45, whe had gone 
to the aid of Mrs. Porter in trying 
to start the car; William Lewis. 
16, and Robert Lewis, 18, bystand- 
ers. 

Two Porter children who were 
in the automobile escaped serious 
injury, but Mrs. Porter’s arm was 
fractured and she was cut and 
bruised. 

Dr. Porter, an osteopath, recently 
was the victim of an attack by two 
men, now held in jail in default of 
$2000. bond each. 

These men, Roscoe 
Charles Armstrong, also are under 
charges of having placed dynamite 
under Dr. Porter’s home, and two 
others, William Garrett and ‘‘Red’”’ 
Fentress, are held under similar 
charges. Fentress had made bond. 
Theft of a calf from Dr. Porter was 
said to have started the trouble, as 
the osteopath had accused Arm- 
strong and Nails of being in the 
gang that stole it, 

The car, driven by Mrs. E. D. 
Porter, stalled as she was making 
a turn, she said. Wells, who was 
passing by, stopped to assist her. 
A group gathered about, and just 
as Wells raised the hood the ex- 
plosion occurred, 

The car was of the sedan type 
with the gasoline tank in the rear.

Government Officers 


Discovered Gumshoe 


Squad, Hired by Oil Conspirators, Went 
to Work on Day Panel Was Sworn.

WASHING ‘ON, Nov. 2.—The 
criminal trial of Albert B. Fall and 
Harry F. Sinclair was engulfed yes- 


terday by the sea of corruption on 
Which it was launched. 

The oil that debauched a Cabi- 
net officer and disgraced an ad- 
ministration had spread out to 
contaminate a jury of humble cit- 
zens sworn to do justice between 
their Government and the men 
accused of conspiring to defraud 
it. 

First Hint of Trouble. 

The history of the sinister events 

leading up to _ the startling de- 


nouement of yesterday and .today 
can be recounted as follows: 

The trial began two and a half 
weeks ago. About 10 days ago the 
Government prosecutors, Owen J. 
Roberts and Atlee Pomerene, were 
apprised from an _ undisclosed 
source that on the day the jury 
was sworn in a large squad of op- 
eratives employed by the William 
J. Burns Detective Agency had 
arrived in Washington and regis- 
tered at various hotels under as- 
sumed names, 

U. S. Marshals and detectives 
assigned to the District Attorney’s 
office made an investigation, and 
not only confirmed the truth of 
the report, but learned that the 
operatives were engaged in shad- 
owing jurors in the Fall- Sinclair’ 
trial. A total of 16 men were thus 
engaged at various times. 

A few days later about half 
their number suddenly left town, 
and Roberts and his assistants 
suspected that the operatives had 
learned they were being investi- 
gated. Nevertheless, the investi- 
gation continued. 

“They’re Going to Hang the Jury.” 

On midnight of last Friday, the 
City Editor of the Washington 


Herald, a morning newspaper, re- | 


ceived a telephone call from a man 
offering to “give you fellows a 
new lead on the Fall-Sinclair case.” 

Asked what it was, he replied: 
“They are going to hang the jury. 
I heard a juror say so.” 

After persistent questioning, the 
informant said he was Ray Akers, 
a street car conductor, and that 
the juror was Edward Kidwell, 31 
years old, a leather worker. . 

Saturday morning Donald King, 
a Herald reporter, called at Akers’ 
home, and endeavored to have him 
make. affidavit setting forth the 
remarks attributed to Kidwell. 
Akers was unwilling to do that, 
but said he would take King to a 
soft drink place where Kidwell

hung out, and Introduce him to 
Kidwell. Akers had known Kid- 
well for about three years. 


A Chat With a Juror. 
This plan was successfully fol- 
lowed. Kidwell was encountered 


at the place, and King was intro- 
duced to him as a friend of Akers. 
The three men fell into conversa- 
tion, and Akers, broaching the sub- 
ject of the trial and Kidwell’s part 
in it said banteringly: 

“You've got no right to convict 
anybody of anything, Eddie, after 
what you've done yourself.” 

Kidwell laughed, and _ replied 
that he had never done anything 
wrong in his life. He said, how- 
ever, that a city detective had re- 
marked to him: “You're a fine 
one to be on that jury: I can’t 
imagine how you got dn.” To which 
Kidwell said he replied that “those 
smart lawyers couldn’t make me 
say anything I didn’t want to say,” 
and that he had got on because he 
was “a pretty good yes-and-no 
man.” Kidwell eeded to tell 
Akers and King th he was get- 
ting $5 a day for s@rving on the 
jury, but that he “Just putting 
in his time, not paying much 
attention td the evidence.” He 
said he cowdn’t where there 
would be agWantage for him 
in voting for onviction but that 
there might be some advantage in 
voting for an acquittal. 


“Sinclair Is All Right.” 


“This fellow Sinclair is all right, 
anyhow,” he continued. “He is a 
democratic fellow, and acts just 
like anybody else. He's got so much 
money he deesn’t need to put on 
any airs.’’ 

“Well, I guess you'll be driving 
a big car when this trial ig over,” 
Akers remarked. To which Kid- 
well rejoined: “If I’m not driving 
one as long as this block I'll be 
badly disappointed.” 

He added that Sinclair had 
plenty of money, that there was 
no limit to what he could do if he 


wanted to, because money meant 
nothing to hinmi, 

Kidwell told King and Akers 
that the jurors on one occasion 
had played cards, one of them go- 
ing broke, and that Kidwell there- 
upon tried to start a crap game, 
remarking: “I'l get something 
out of that game, even if 1 dea'’t 
get anything else.” 

King at once reported the con- 
versation to Roberts, who had King 
and Akers make affidavits contain- 
ing Kidwell’'s remarks. 

Detect: ‘es’ Reports Seized. 

This incident, coupled with ad- 
ditional information which had 
been obtained by the investigators 
from the District Attorney's office, 
determined the Government pros- 
ecutors to bring the matter to a 
head with a bold stroke. Accord- 
ingly, on Monday afternoen, a 
search warrant was obtained, and 
two marshals, accompanied by As- 
sistant District Attorney Shea, de- 
scended upon a suite in the Ward- 
man Park Inn, a fashionable resi- 
dential hotel, occupied by Charles 
G. Ruddy, manager, and G. H. Rob- 
bins, assistant manager of the 


Burns Detective Agency. The pros- | 


ecutors had been informed that 
this was the headquarters of the 
operatives trailing the jurors, and 
that their reports were received 
there. 

The raid succeeded beyond the 
fondest hopes of its sponsors. Not 
only did the marshals find Ruddy 
and Robbins, but they found a 
large folder containing carbon 
copies of hundreds of reports made 
by the operatives upon the juorrs. 

Moreover, they found the name 
of the man who had employed the 
agency. His name is A. Mason 
Day, vice president of the Sinclair 
Exploration Co., owned by Harry 
Sinclair. The reports themselves 
were damning documents. They 
showed that on the day the jury 
was sworn, and it became settled 
that the jurors would not be 
locked up for the period of the 
trial, a battery of Burns men had 
descended upon Washington from 
New York, Philadelphia and Bal- 
timore, They had at once begun 
the most painstaking shadowing 
of the jurors, and the most ex- 
haustive inquiry into their family 
and business connections, their 
financial standing, their social and 
fraternal ties, their personal hab- 
its, and, in fact, almost everything 
touching them.

cial condition of a neighbor and 
close friend of a juror. They 
turned in lists containing the 
names and occupations of rela- 
tives, friends and neighbors of 
jurors. 


Every time a juror got into an 
automobile during the trial, the 
license number of the car was 
taken, and the name of the owner 
ascertained. In a case where a 
juror rode in a car with a Virginia 
license, they wired to Richmond 
for the name of the owner. Twelve 
sheets were filled with license 
numbers and owners’ names and 
ag@iresses. 

The two women on the fury were 
closely followed for several days, 
then dropped for unexplained rea- 
eons. 

Men jurors who went out with 
women were closely followed by 
Burns men carrying a camera. One 
of the jurors, a strapping young 
fellow, had taken his girl out rid- 
ing last Sunday. Operatives who 
had orders to trail him spent $50 
in taxicab fares before the day was 
ended. Sunday was a fine day out- 
doors here and that juror is a 
mechanic who is unaccustomed to 
long hours in a stuffy courtroom. 
Extremely intimate and detailed 
reports were made as to Kidwell’s 
brother, who runs a small store. 

One operative had rented a room 
across the street from the home of 
a juror. He followed this juror 
when he left home in the morning 
until] he returned at night, and fol- 
lowed him when he went out at 
night. At one time or another all 
12 of the jurors were under sur- 
veilllance with the sole exception 
of Robert B. Flora, 38, sales agent 
for an ice company. Nothing in 
the reports disclosed why an ex- 
ception was made of him. 

Four Jurors Named. 


- After the Burns men had been 
active for several days, a report 
was made to which the prosecution 
attaches a very deep eignificance. 
Naming four of the jurors, the re- 
port said: “It is no longer neces- 
sary to watch these men.” 

The seized documents showed 
that Ruddy had received frequent 
instructions from Day, and that 
the sudden reduction in the num- 
ber of working operatives had re- 
sulted from the decision that the 
four designated jurors no longer 
required surveillance. 

Day was registered at the May- 
flower Hotel, where Sinclair and 
his large retinue are staying. It 
was discovered, however, that he 
was reeciving reports from Ruddy, 
not at the Mayflower, but at the 
home of Donald Woodward, 
wealthy sportsman and owner of 
the large Woodward & Lothrop 
department store here. 


Presented to Grand Jury. | 


As soon as the documents taken 
in the raid on Ruddy’s room had 
been received at the District At- 
torney’s office, they were quietly 
presented to a grand jury, which 
happened to be sitting. Meantime 
the trial of Sinclair and Fall was 
proceeding as usual. 


Early Monday evening marshals 
went to Woodward's home and in- 
quired for pax _without disclosing 
their purpose. oodward immedi- 
ately telephoned Day at the May- 
flower, and Day arrived within a 
few minutes. 

“We have a subpena for you,” 
one of the marshals informed him. 

“Oh, I guess George Hoover 
wants me,” remarked Day. Hoo- 
ver is one of Sinclair’s attorneys. 

“No, the grand Jury wants you,” 
grimly rejoined the marshal, “and 
it wants you, too, Mr. Woodward,” 
handing over anothcr subpena. 

Both Day and Woodward were 
in the grand jury room yesterday 
morning. The proceedings, of 
course, are secret, but it was re- 
ported in Sinclair quarters that 
Day would not testify until he had 
consulted counsel.

“Such are the standards of mod- 
ern business,’’ Elvin added, “that 
his ethical choice now is between 
more and more morality and less 
and less profit, Or more and more 
profit and less and less morality. 
And he is carrying his money 
values outside the business world, 
, irito spheres where they don’t be- 
long—

George Dyer went :further in 
whitewashing his client than any 
of the Washington team. He said 
the prosecution was picking flaws 
in “something almost perfect.” He 
cited child labor laws, profit-shar- 
ing, arbitration boards, company 
lunchrooms, gymnasiums, hospitals 
and accident and health insurance, 
and that working people had $24,- 
000,000,000 in savings in this coun- 
try. 
Improved, Not Moral, 

“Many institutions have improved 
but are not yet moral,” remarked 
Hugh Mackintosh Foot of Cam- 
bridge.

I daresay Chicago has im- 
proved since 100 years ago or long- 
er, when it was inhabited by In- 
dian savages, but perhaps one 
would éxaggerate to say that, there- 
fore, it is entirely moral.

Improvements have come not from 
within, but from without, by the 
stubborn battering of labor and the 
force of legislation and public opin- 
ion. Child labor legislation, cited 
as an argument favorable to busi- 
ness, has been consistently opposed 
by people in business. Our opinion 
is that codes of business ethics are 
more or less clever advertising to 
cover up scandal ar the heart.

by self-interest, so why not busi- | 


ness men?’ is the oldest and most 
disreputable excuse in the world. 
Probably Pharaoh, oppressing the 
Jews, dismissed it as purely a busi- 
ness matter, and so did Jacob de- 
frauding his brother, Esau, and 
the profiteers in the late war—all 
offering the same miserable ex- 
cuse,Which is only to say that you 
cannot Introduce into business as it 
is today, any ordinary standard of

T sor candy question is one that

bat the intervention of unwise rel- 
atives and friends. On the other 
hand, the mother who does not re- 
strict the candy consumption In 
her family has her troubles. 

Candy is by no means essential 
to a child, but neither is it neces- 
sary to deprive a child of candy if 
he is fond of it. This is one of 
the items that come under child 
training and should be regulated 
by the mother. 

The desire for sweets may be 
natural, but an excessive craving 
for candy is not natural and may 
indicate an insufficiency in the 
child’s diet and should receive the 
attention of the mother. 

Most mothers do not 
consideration that candy 
—an energy food, but, 
exception of molasses, nut and 
maple candies, it adds no other 
essential to the growth and de- 
velopment of the child. Being a 
food, it should be given as part ofr 
the regular diet but not to the ex- 
clusion of more important foods. 

Excessive candy eating is harm- 
ful to .children because it causes 
an unbalanced diet and consequent 
digestive disorders. Diabetes is a 
frequent result of too much candy, 
and a free indulgence will destroy 
the appetite for wholesome and 
more necessary foods. 

No thinking mother would give 
her child a penny to buy candy, 
for she would not take a chance at 
undermining the digestive system 
of her child and jéopardizing his 
health. She knows candy should 
never be eaten between meals and 
that cheap candies are apt to con- 
tain adulterants and are harmful. 

Sweets are essential to the well- 
balanced diet, but these are better 
supplied by more easily digested 
foods, such as fresh sweet or dried 
fruits, molasses, syrup and honey. 
However, if a child has consumed 
a meal adequately furnishing the 
necessary building matter a rea- 
sonable amount of simple, pure 
candy at the end of the meal will 
do no harm.
